Draaving  and  Painting. — This  department  receives  liberal  attention.  Supe- 
rior facilities  are  furnished,  under  a  comi)etent  Instructor,  exclusively  devoted 
to  this  department,  for  the  study  and  practice  of  Linear  and  Perspective 
Drawing,  Pastel  and  Monochromatic  Painting,  Painting  in  Oil,  and  in  Water 

Colors. 

Music. — ^lusic  receives  special  attention. 

The  ladies  are  allowed  to  substitute  these  branches,  together  with  German 
and  French,  for  some  of  the  hiirher  studies  in  Mathematics,  and  for  the  Latin 
and  Greek. 

The  classes  in  Mensuration,  Leveling  and  Surveying,  are  i)racticed  in  the 
use  of  the  Quadrant  and  other  instruments,  and  in  IMotling. 

In  the  de})artment  of  Ancient  Langungcs,  the  classes  are  practiced  in  oral 
and  written  exercises  in  Latin  and  Greek,  throughout  the  Course;  and,  in 
the  third  year,  in  writing  translations  from  Latin  into  Greek,  and  from  Greek 
into  Latin.  In  addition  to  the  books  aboA  e  named,  Ziim[)t's  Latin  Grammar 
and  Kulmer's  Greek  Grammar  are  used. 

Anthon's  Classical  Dictionary,  Smith's  Dictionary  of  Greek  and  Roman 
Biof^raphy  and  Mythology,  Ramshorn's  Latin  Synonyms,  Robinson's  Lexicon 
of  the  New  Testament,  and  Forbigei-'s  Ancient  (reography.  are  reconnnended 
as  books  of  reference. 

Lectures  will  be  gi\en  iVoni  time  lo  time  in  llie  vai'ioiis  departments. 

The  classes  in  the  First  Year  of  Academic  studies  ha\e  exercises  in  reatling 
and  analvziniiMilton,  Thompson,  andothei-  poets,  in  connection  with  acourse 
of  familiar  lectures  on  the  i)rinciples  of  Kni-iish  (hammar. 

A  Normal  Class  will  be  forme*!,  (when  retjuii-ed,)  and  sjiecial  attention 
will  be  <'-iven  to  those  who  may  ^\■i-ll  lo  prep:ire  themsel\('S  fbi"  the  im])ortant 
duties  of  te^aching.

The  School  is  organized  on  the  nu)st  approve(l  plan  of  the  best  Institutions 
of  New  York  and  New  England.  It  embraces  both  sexes,  under  the  same 
government  and  instruction.  The  President  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Faculty  occui)y  apartments  in  the  building,  eat  at  the  same  tabic,  and  have  a 
constant  oversight  of  all  the  Students. 

The  ladies'  private  and  public  rooms  are  entirely  separate  from  the  others, 
and  there  is  no  association  of  the  sexes  but  in  the  presence  of  their  instructors.

attainment  of  high  moral  character.  These  Avith  many  other  valuable  results, 
have  established  the  fact,  that  the  best  i)lan  for  a  School  is,  according  to  the 
evident  design  of  Providence  in  the  constitution  of  societv.  on  the  basis  of  a 
well  regulated,  christian  family. 
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ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  buildings  will  accommodate  (bvo  in  a  room)  about  two  hundred  stu 
dents.  They  are  of  brick,  heated  by  furnaces  in  the  cellar,  and  supplied  with 
water.  The  rooms  are  large  and  w^ell  ventilated.  In  the  entire  arrangement 
of  the  buildings,  great  care  has  been  had  for  the  comfort  and  health  of  the 
occupants.
